REMARKS 

Claims 21, 24, 27-34, 36-38 and 41-47 have been allowed in the present application. 

During review of the allowed application, the Applicants noticed that various references 
submitted with an IDS on March 5, 2007, in particular the references designated C28-C40, were 
not initialed by an Examiner. In a telephone discussion with the Examiner on Nov. 7, 2007, the 
Examiner stated that he would initial such references and issue a Supplemental Notice of 
Allowance. 

Also during review of the allowed application, the Applicants noticed that various 
references submitted with an IDS on Sept. 22, 2006 were not initialed by an Examiner. Upon 
further investigation and discussion with the Examiner, it became apparent that the materials 
submitted to the PTO on Sept. 22, 2006 were lost.
